As provided in Section 48-159, “…each judge of the Nebraska Workers' Compensation Court shall receive an
annual salary of ninety-two and one-half percent of the salary set for the Chief Justice and judges of the
Supreme Court...”

Therefore, if the Supreme Court judges receive an increase in salary, the Workers’ Compensation Court judges
also receive an increase.  The benefits increase is for FICA and the Medicare Surcharge for the additional
salary amount.

LB 663 provides for a 2.25% increase in FY 2015-16 and a 2.4% increase in FY 2016-17.
